TRE WRECK OF THE STEAMSHIP 
, & HSINSHENG.” : : 
_ NARRATIVE‘O¥ Ott OF THE CASTAWAYS,’ 
The following account of the stranding of the 
ilt-fated China Merchants! stedmer Asieskeng, 
the first detailed narrative of the occurrence 
which -has found its way Inta the. press, Is 
abridged from the Shanghal Mercury, as given 
hy one of the passengers of the vesse!, and -will 
be read with Enterest, we fancy, wot alone by 
seafaring people but by the public In'general. : 
” We left Shanghat,” ho says, “on Friday. 
in agth, at 8:30 in the morning for Chefooand, 
lontsin,, We had aboot half-a-dozn Fortign 
passengers and the yiual crowd of Chinese, 
don’t know ‘how many, but counting the 
captain, officers and crew, I think we numbered 
about,.200 souls when the steamer’ cast 
off from Kin-lee-ynen. Once outelde, beavy 
fogi tet In, which continued all day long, and 
beetme thicker towards evening; About ts 
a.m, I and all the other passengers were rode if 
awikenod’ by_m tremendous: crash, whic! 
shot everyone out of his-berth In such « violent. 
ines ona or two of us recelved: slight 


tess against the tlotera ; and many 


tujorles! The prssengers, dazed and bew!tdered, 
but half awake and clad only {n° thelr pyjamas 
rushed hursedly ‘on déck, where they stood at 
firat like s0 many ‘frightened sheep, {ns 
fog so thick that one could hardly. see 
five yards and, to add to thelr discomfort 
(to pot the horrible sensation, as mildly 
as possible), thore was a sickening feeling 
apparent to all, that tho ship ‘was sinking 
under them, Jt was indeed a blessing that no 
women’ were on board!) From where the’ 
forelgo passengers were ‘grouped together on 
deck the chief officer was heard, he could not 
be- seen, singing out orders for the boats fo be 
low ¢ ‘came along the deck to the 
passengers, and {pn reply to ‘thelr anxlous 
enquires ag to what was the matter, calmly 
gave them the encouraging {ntelligence that the 
steamer was on the rocks and would 
probably slip off Into deep water In a -few 
minotes and sink, Captain Buebanin 
on being questioned expressed the sama 
opinion, advising the passengers to get some 
clothes on. as.quickly as porsibly, reluro on deck 
and prepare to get away.in. the boats. At. this 
time the most fotense excitement prevalied on 
board, only the captein, afficers and engineers, 
and to thelr credit be ‘It sald, after the first par- 
donable fright, ‘the forelgn passengers ne well, 
preterved the most admirable coolness, and pre- 
pared.to meet death, that at the moment 
appeared absolutely certain, like.men, While 


1 soapy were being made to lower away the 


sats, and just as.one of them was. swung: out 
over the side, the sbip listed heavily to starboard, 
and sank on that side ‘until the ‘awning chains 
were under water, which by no means facilitated 
the efforts ofthe passengers to return to thelr 
cablns and dress. Having rolled over so {ar, 

the ship again became steady, and & 
record tollet having been made, everyone went 
ep again on’ deck, and nothing remained but 
ta getinto the boats ond preparesto remaln, 
heaven knows how long, exposed on the open 
sea, But another difficulty now presented itself, 
T have already menttoned the confasiov on board 
on the first alarm, but it was nothing tothe scent 
that ensued when the danger became more fally 
apparent. The Chinese passengers rushed about 
in the most abject atate of panic,‘ and the much 
lauded Cantonese firemen, like the cowardly 
scoundrels they are, abandoned the engine-room 
and tumbled pell:mell into the boats fighting 
like wild-cats with each other'ta get a‘place, 
They crowded 
sawing out and tried frantleally to lower it Into 
the waters they refased to budge until persunded 
to get out by half'a dozen revolvers belng heldto 
thet heads. Seeing that the ship was not 
ahowing-any signs of slipping off the rocks, and 
that she was apparently sinking no deeper, it was 
determined to remainon boardaslong as posslblo, 
and all the forelgoers on board prepared to put 
the beat face on the matter and walt till daylight. 
‘The firat thing done was to fet a drink all 
round, which bad such « soothing effect upon 
the overstrung nerves of the Chinese that they 
quietly came cut of the boats and staod fn calm 
and orderly groups on deck, or set about packing 
op thelr belongings, a proceeding in which they 
weraimitated by the foreign passengers, Had 
the ship mot remained on the rocks, or had sho 
Itsted to the port side, where there were seventeen, 
{cet of water, Instead of to the starboard, where 
the depth. was scarcely elght: fect, she must 
elther-bave sunk or ‘capsized, in which event I 
firmly belleve not a soul would have been saved, 
the four boats being quite‘ Inadequate to take off
